The  name  "Morroiv  Park"  ivas  given  to  the  school 
and  property  at  the  request  of  the  benefactor.  Mr. 
Frederick  Morrow,  icho  donated  the  land  and  was  a 
faithful  friend  to  the  Sisters  of  St.  Joseph. 

The  school  officially  opened  on  September  15.  1960. 
with  two  grade  ten  classes  and  three  grade  nine 
classes.  Grades  eleven,  twelve  and  thirteen  went  by 
chartered  coach  to  St.  Joseph's  College  School. 
Eighty-three  residents  had  arrived  the  previous  day. 
to  become  the  first  "Boarders"  at  Morroiv  Park.  One 
month  earlier,  on  the  Feast  of  the  Immaculate  Heart 
of  Mary.  August  20.  the  first  group  of  Sisters  arrived 
and  faced  the  tasks  of  unpacking,  arranging  desks, 
and  selling  uniforms  and  books  uhile  tuo-hundred 
and  fifty  men  completed  work  on  the  building. 
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The  transition  from  the  College  School  to  the  new  and  remote 
campus  of  Morrow  Park  was  traumatic  for  both  the  students  and 
Sisters.  It  was  a  complete  break  with  the  known  and  familiar 
patterns  of  the  past.  They  had  left  a  school  steeped  in  decades  of 
solid  tradition  for  a  totally  new  beginning  without  the  support  of 
a  cohesive  staff  and  a  large  body  of  students.  The  first  group  of 
students  were  the  pioneers  of  the  school,  who  took  on  the  task  of 
laying  the  foundation  for  the  thousands  who  were  to  follow.

In  medieval  times,  a  knight  going  to  battle  used 
a  shield  engraved  with  a  coat  of  arms  and 
surmounted  by  a  crest.  In  a  very  different  but  in 
a  very  real  sense  you  are  fighting  a  battle  for 
Christ.  On  your  shield  are  the  devices  ivhich  will 
identify  you.  The  lillies.  The  hook  and  The 
heart  are  symbolic  of  the  purity,  the  learning 
and  the  love  which  are  your  heritage.  The  crest  - 
the  crown  surmounted  by  the  cross,  is 
significant  of  the  honour  which  will  be  yours  - 
honour  to  be  ivon  by  selfless  devotion,  cost  what 
it  may.  to  the  cause  of  Christ.  "

population,  the  development  of  the  surrounding  area,  and  the  dramatic  progressions  in  every  field 
of  endeavour,  have  students  in  1985  any  more  challenges  than  those  in  1960?  Perhaps  Sister  Mary 
Rita,  the  first  principal  of  our  school  (1960-1964)  can  best  explain: 

"The  challenges  to  the  young  in  today's  world  do  not  change  much  through  the 
years  ...  whether  we  are  to  love  humanity  enough  to  sacrifice  for  our  brothers  and 
sisters  all  over  the  world,  whether  we  are  to  love  our  country  enough  to  give  of 
our  time  and  energy  to  further  strengthen  it;  whether  we  are  to  love  our  faith 
enough  to  believe  and  dedicate  ourselves  to  its  principles  and  ideals,  or  whether 
we  are  to  fall  into  the  apathetic  and  materialistic  society  that  exists  around  us. 
These  are  the  same  challenges  we  have  put  before  our  students  all  through  the 
years  ...to  hold  fast  to  the  timeless  and  unchanging  ideals  of  love  and  truth  and 
goodness.

We  are 
celebrating  joys  and  sorroivs.  successes  and  failures  but  in  particular  we  are  cele- 
brating the  friendships  that  have  been  formed  and  continue  to  grow.
